Senator Vandenberg 
has been a minority figure, named out of a sentiment of 
political expediency by a Democratic President, and able 
to do little to sway bis fellow delegates, 
Now he is the spokesman of the strong majority 
political party of the nation, better atle, perhaps, to com­ 
mit the American people to a pidicy than the actual head 
of the delegation, Secretary Byrnes himself. 
W hen the balance of power thus has shifted in the 
key delegation to United Nation** sessions, how absurd 
to try to insist no changes iii policy will result.
